OUR LA ST L IN E ? 
Who drew the first straight line? 
We doubt if it could have been a 
mere man. No man would possess so 


steady a hand. 
All about you are straight lines; 
your wall, the edge of your table, 
the ruling on your grocery bill. But 
none is original. And that which 
made them was not original. 
If you want to draw a true line, 
what do you do? Pick up a rule and 
a pen, probably. But the rule was 
made straight and must have been 
cut by a machine which contained a 
guide. 
That guide 
previously had 
been made by another machine which 
also had been accurately tooled. You 
can do quite a flash-back in this 
manner, but canyou see the original? 
Do you know the original source? 
You can weave a m o ra l a round the 
straight line without much effort. 
Who originated the moral code? We 
know- some of them. They are apart 
of our religion, our philosophy, and 
our history. But are they the orig­ 


inals? 
Is there a parallel between these 
straight lines, physical and moral? 
Is the originator the same? 
It may be argued that basically 
there is no straight line. And per­ 
haps it can be physically reasoned 
that every line has a curve. The mag­ 


netic fields within magnetic fields 
that make up our quantitative char­ 
acteristics may be completely lack­ 
ing in straight lines, and if every­ 
thing is thus constructed, how can 
any line be truly straight? 
And so the atheist will deal with 
a religious moral. To him it is a 
curve, made to look very straight 
but actually intended to mislead. 
And it is a curve if the one who 


draws it is not sincere. In which 
case perhaps he did not pattern it 
after the original which was truly 


straight. 
Who is there to prove that the 
original was not a straight line? 
Our physicists have given us a 
rule. It says a straight line is the 
shortest 
distance 
between 
tw o 
points. Our m oralists will prove that 
those who drift from the true course 
w ill pay the cost. It is expensive to 


go the long way. 


There are some very straight 
lines being attempted these days. 
The shortest distance between M os­ 
cow and Washington may be by m is­ 
sile. But is this a straight line? 
We suggest that it has a slight 
curvature 
to 
accommodate 
th e 
earth’s 
surface, lf it were truly 
straight it would go off into spa~e. 
The same applies to a line from 
Washington to Moscow, or from Pek- 
king to San Francisco, and vice 


versa. 
The limitations of man’s greatness 
are aptly demonstrated in his new 
found knowledge that is attacking 
space. The line with which he toys 
here is not a straight one and he 
lacks the 
stature to 
control 
it. 
The efforts of man to play a role 
bigger than his intended part can 
lead to a sound conclusion. No m at­ 
ter how powerful and potent a line 
he attempts to create, if it actually 
is a 
curve it may be his last. 
The originator of both the physi­ 
cal and moral lines that were truly 


straight created a rule that cannot 


be bent on a m assive scale without 
the destruction of those who would 


play God. 
Man left alone in the wilderness of 
his own destruction and completely 
dependent on nature for a new be­ 
ginning could not with all his know­ 
ledge even draw a truly straight 
line for a fresh start.

stocks. 
And 
she’s sick, sick, sick! 
So kids don’t respect their par­ 
ents as they did in the good, old 
days?

Of course, R ockefeller wants very 
much to be the 1960 Republican 
Presidential 
nominee. 
And, of 
course, he knows there is only one 
way to seize this prize — to wrest 
it away from Vice-President Rich­ 
ard Nixon. 
But though die nature of the prob­ 
lem can be so simply stated, the 
approach to the problem is one of 
profound complications. Nixon is, 
after all, a big part of a Republican 
administration 
which Rockefeller 
himself once served. Nixon is top 
associate to a President, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower, whom Rockefeller respects, 
both for his office and head of the 
Republican party. 
And Rockefeller himself, make no 
mistake about it, is an authentic Re.- 
publican. He is no Old Guardist, 
true. But he is also not one of those 
hyphenated Republicans who a r e 
really only concealed Democrats. 
There is a fairly “ liberal” glint 
in Rockefeller’s eye, yes. But he is 
not nearly so “ liberal 
as to be 
prepared to assist the Democrats by 
rending the GOP in an election year 
with ill-timed attacks on Nixon. 
This is one of the reasons the 
Governor has decided that he per­ 
sonally, at any rate, will not parti­ 
cipate in the chant, 
Nixon can t 
win.” 
It is also one of the reasons 
Rockefeller is not already trying 
to force absolutely clear-cut divi­ 
sions on issues with Nixon. He does­ 
n’t want to make issues simply for 


the sake of talking. Nor can he ac­ 
tually afford to make them if he 
must make them at the expense of 
flatly denouncing the Eisenhower 
Administration itself — of which 
Nixon is, as yet at least, an insep­ 
arable part. 
All the same, Rockefeller’ s sup­ 
port of the Administration is not, 
and in conviction cannot be, total 
and uncritical. Take the present 
supreme question of cold war policy. 
Rockefeller is not in favor of “ in­ 
flexibility.” Nor is he opposed to 
all efforts to negotiate with the 
Russians. But, in this correspond­ 
ent’s firm impression, theGovemor 
is as close to some of the views of 
former President Truman and for­ 
m er Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son as to those of Mr. Eisenhower. 
That is, Rockefeller is afraid of 
negotiations unless they are based 
on a rising rather than a falling 
American power in this world. And 
it is obvious he feels American 
leadership today is not a very chal­ 
lenging one — specifically that it is 
not offering too much of freshness 
and vigor either in world or domes­ 
tic policy. 
Rockefeller certainly would like 
— ‘and in due time probably will try 
to provoke - - a high debate with 
Nixon over cold war policy. He is, 
however, a man with a marked sense 
of 
responsibility underlying that 
famous grin — the detached observ­ 
er concedes him this. He has no wish 
to shoot from the hip in suchanarea. 


And Rockefeller’ s people feel, 
with some justification, that Nixon 
has thus far not offered much op­ 
portunity for a stand-up-and-be- 
counted discussion between the two 
aspirants on war and peace issues. 
The Vice-President, it is recall­ 
ed, had much to do with opening the 
way for theEisenhower-Khrushchev 
exchanges — but later rather point­ 
edly removed himself frorfi them. 
This kind of classic political man­ 
euver is surely no crime. But it 
does make it a little difficult on an 
opponent to find and fix just where 
the other fellow stands. 
Nixon cannot fairly be called a 
politician who will take no risks. 
But Rockefeller needs a campaign 
of very plain speaking, indeed. What 


he has said so far certainly does not 
come up to such a definition. His 
statements to date mostly have been 
brilliant generalities. But this is the 
fault not of himself but of his situa­ 
tion. In the end he must force Nixon 
into a clear national dialogue --and 
this far it is not easy to force any 
front runner.

CLEAN AND THIRSTY 
If H. K. Pyles, regional fores­ 
ter of the Eastern Region, knows 
his aquatic facts the American pub­ 
lic is thoroughly watered. We now 
use 1,100 gallons of water a day. 
Our pappies who didn’t enjoy mod­ 
ern plumbing used 600 gallons. 
And by 1975 Americans will be 
using 1,800 gallons a day . . . a 
swimming pool in every family and 


individual showers in all bedrooms, 
perhaps. 
But this is not a light subject. 
The American demand for water 
grows, and the forests play a m ajor 
part in protecting the watershed. 
It also is why we have a national 
plan to preserve the water which 
comes down in the rainy season but 
runs off in the form of floods. 
lf we do not back national plans 
to preserve w ater and as individuals 
cb our part, such as practicing care 
in the use of fire in the forests, 
that 1800 gallons may not be avail­ 
able to fill the need . . . and our tubs 
and pools. 
Farm and city people are asked 
to be equally concerned about this 
problem. Water may be inadequate 
to provide our growing population’s 
demands on agriculture, domestic 
services, municipal uses, industrial 
requirem ents, and recreation.

GOVERNOR ON EDUCATION 
When the ladies of the press 
recently met with Governor Law­ 
rence they pushed him for a state­ 
ment on education. He touched on 
a subject dear to this rep o rter’s 
heart, the possibility oi community 
colleges in Pennsylvania. In answer 
to Ann Skow of the Patriot-News, 
who had just asked if he thought 
that with the big race coming on we 
should up scholastic standards, the 
governor said: 
“ I think it should be. Then too, 
we have advanced the idea of com­ 
munity college to sort of meet that 
situation, 
too. 
There is a great 
deal of waste in schools. That’s 
rather sacreligious to say that, but 
it’s true. 
“ I have long felt that we do not 
get out of the schools the full dollar 
value of taxes put in. 
In other 
words, the average school is used 
five days a week, six or seven hours 
a day, nine months of the year and 
I think that if we could put some 
m ore time into the buildings, more 
hours in the buildings, because 
doubt whether America has enough 
money to build schools to meet this 
increase in population that we’re 
going to have in the next IO or 20 
years. 
“ For instance, at the University 
of Pittsburgh, they wanted my okay. 
I’m on the Board of Trustees there. 
I am very strongly in favor of tri­ 
mester program that they put in 
there to utilize our schools just 
that much more, because the cost 
of a building is something out of 
this world I don’t know how we 
are ever going to meet it, 


“ Then too, on the community 
college, 
we figure that if a boy 
o r girl takes the two years and 
doesn’t want to go on, that they 
will qualify to a certain degree, 
like engineers, helpers, tilings of 
that kind, they can be utilized in 
the communities and therefore, it 
would be of a great advantage. Then 
they wouldn’t be tossed out when 
they are juniors and seniors and 
so on. 
“ I think too that we’re going to 
pick up a lot of brain power, by 
reason of that, that we’ve lost in 
the past. In other words, there are 
probably many, many children that 
had a real brain that we didn’t 
discover because he couldn’t go to 
a campus somewhere. 
“ But if it was in the town where 
he lived, he could go there and they 
could find out in the course of two 
years whether he had it or he didn’t 
have it. That way we would pick up 
a lot of brains that America has 
o st. ”

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WHY SMALL RACKS? 
A neat little booklet has been pub­ 
lished by the Pennsylvania Forest 
Industries Committee which reveals 
pictorially the effect overbrowsing 


has on deer. Pictured are deer 
which are equal in size but not in 
antlers. The food value of one was 
adequate for meat but not for tro­ 
phies, and a large number of hunt­ 
ers are much more interested in a 
good rack than they are in just 
shooting a deer. 
Other pages reveal close-ups of 
plants which have been chewed off 
by different animals. The damage 
done to areas by over-browsing is 
seen in striking contrast with neigh­ 
boring land that has not been harm­ 
ed. The effect on seedlings which a re 
turned into bushes, the elimination 
of good browse by over-stocked land, 


and many others. 
The forest industry is one of the 
many which deplore the failure of 
Pennsylvania to do a better job of 
controlling its deer herd. The book­ 
let is published to enable hunters to 
see how harvesting and deer hunting 
go hand in hand.

Few 
of them probably ever attain these 
years due to many factors, including 
hunters, but this is what might be 
experienced by a healthy animal if 
old age were his only concern. 
We don't have elephants here, but 
if we did they might stay around for 
about sixty-nine years. We do have 
a bird which might stay with the big 
fellow. The great homed owl could 
live sixty-eight years, but under the 
circumstances, including bounties 
and the lack of friends, it would be 
doubtful. 
If a beaver escapes man’s traps 
he can keep his hide for nineteen 
years. Squirrels may hang onto 
their tails for sixteen. The little 
chipmunk chatters away for twelve. 
If hounds, meat-eaters, and scatter- 
guns miss him the cottontail has an 
expectancy of ten. 
The little friend in the pantry, who 
springs traps and eats the cheese 
may escape cats long enough to put 
pretty ankles onto chair seats for 
four years. English sparrows m iss­ 
ed by air guns, slingshots, and big­ 
ger wings can stay with us for twen­ 
ty-three. 
Along the banks we can hear the 
voice of a friendly bullfrog for thir­ 
ty years. The unwanted mud puppy is 
apt to live twenty-three, and the 
green frog can survive for ten. 
We believe the turtle might out­ 
last all of them. The snapper is 
rated as a fifty-seven year resident. 
Some of the big kinds live well over 
one hundred, and we suggest it could 
happen here.

STUDY ANTLERED DOE DEER 
Pennsylvania deer hunters are 
asked to help Pittsburgh scientists 
in procuring antlered doe deer. 
Female deer of this kind are so ex­ 
ceedingly ra re —about I in 5,000 to 
10,000—that the only opportunity for 
a scientist to see more than one 
such animal in a lifetime is by the 
cooperation of a vast number of 
hunters. Bucks, whose antlers have 
not been polished, but are still in 
the velvet, are also of interest. 
Dr. John C. Donaldson of the Uni­ 
versity of Pittsburgh Medical School 
and Dr. J. Kenneth Doutt of Carnegie 
Museum are anxious to obtain addi­ 
tional specimens of such animals 
for study. They are interested in 
determining why these freaks occur 
and the possible relationship to 
human abnormalities. 
Thanks to the cooperation of hunt­ 
ers and game protectors, twelve 
specimens were examined last year, 
t is to be hoped that 1959 will prove 
to be another successful season. 
If any hunter should kill a doe 
with antlers, no m atter how small, 
or a buck with antlers in the velvet, 
ie is asked to phone, collect, Dr. 
J, Kenneth Doutt at Carnegie Muse­ 
um, Pittsburgh, Pa., MAflower 1- 
7300. 
Dr. Doutt asks to be permitted 
to examine the specimen before it 
is dressed out, if possible. How­ 
ever, if the hunter prefers to hog 
dress his deer immediately, the en­ 
trails should be kept cold (prefer­ 
ably frozen) and protected from 
damage by dogs or wild animals un­ 
til the specimen can be examined.

When I read the sad news that 
good-natured Max Baer had died of 
a heart anack, the memory of the 
night when Joe Louis delivered the 
coup de grace to both Mr. Baer and 
me welled up, crystal clear. 
On that occasion, Sept. 24, 1935, 
in Yankee Stadium, a lot of the 
custom ers and sports w riters felt 
that Max had no stomach for the 
fight. 
My stomach, so to speak, 
was in Max’ s com er. 
For one who hates violence and 
gore as the devil hates holy water, 
I have sat through my share of 
both — as a reporter. At one time, 
editors were crazy (sic) to send 
me to heavyweight bouts, and did 
No, no, I never wrote about the 
boxing, per se. My forte was what 
is known in City Rooms as "the 
crowd story.” 


Editors thought I had a felicitous 
hand with such a story. In the case 
of a 
heavyweight bout, it should 
wrap up the excitement and hysteria 
of the event, touch on the political; 
social, stage and antic figures at 
the ringside, the avid fans in the $2 
seats a gpod 75-cent taxi ride from 
the ring, and any noteworthy action 
in the audience, such as impromptu 
fisticuffs, etc. 
In brief: 
color. 
Always I had a ringside seat, and 
always I hated itl 
And always I 
thought of tfie millions of persons 
who would have given their eye 
teeth for that seat, to which I went 
as a quarry-slave “ scourged to his 
dungeon.” 
Well 
almost. I was 
probably the only person who ever 
sat at the ringside with his eyes 
tight shut when the going got too 
sticky. 
But the Louis-Baer fight is the 
only one that ever drove me right 
our of the arena. It was my humane 
opinion that the referee should have 
stopped the fight alm ost a s soon as

it began. From the start, Mr. Louis 
proceeded to cut Mr. Baer to red 
ribbons. 
At the end of the third round 
when I opened my eyes and got a 
glim pse of Mr. Baer, I thought he 
had been slaughtered! 
At that point, I hoisted m yself to 
my feet, abandoned $100 worth of 
seat and walked a s rapidly as pos­ 
sible toward the nearest exit. Ju st 
as I was leaving the stadium, I heard 
the crowd roar, as it always roars 
at the kill — as the Romans must 
have roared in the Coliseum — and 
I knew that Max, mercifully, was 
down for the last time. 
It* is just possible that among 
my few distinctions is the fact that 
I voluntarily walked out of a heavy­ 
weight fight without waiting for the 
Moment of Truth. I was to see a 
number of Louis fights after that, 
but never again did I see such a 
bloody one. 
The last big fight I ever saw 
was in June, 1946, when Joe Louis 
and Billy Conn fought the first big 
post-war bout. After that I swore 
off, and the editor had to find some­ 
one else to do crowd stories. 
That fight made me realize that 
not only did I thoroughly dislike 
boxing but that I had every bit as 
much distaste for 99 out of every 
IOO boxing fans. The two fat, soft, 
middle-aged men, in their tailor- 
made, 
pearl buttoned polo coats, 
next whom I sat, kept up a constant, 
staccato roar at the two World 
War II veterans in the ring, 
“ O’wan and fight y’bums!” they 
yelled, chomping on their $1 cigars, 
“ Quit waitzin’ and fight, y’ bums!” 
I looked at both those suety cus­ 
tom ers, who hadn’t ever been in 
any war and who wouldn’t have 
lasted, short of a m iracle, sixty 
seconds in the ring with either 
Mr. Louis or Mr. Conn. And they 
really weren’t that much older than 
the two fighters, either. 
As I pushed past the fat pair 
to get out of the stadium, I hissed 
at them: 
“ Whom 
do you think 
you’re calling bums, y’bums!” 
And right then and there, I gave 
up boxing forever.
